TERMS. 


Demand of the Former Country Grant­ 
ed by The 
Conquered Nation— 
Strange Proclamation 
Posted at 
Shanghai That Hints of Rebellion 
—In Session five Hours. 
London, April 16.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Shanghai says Ll H ung 
Chang’s son-in-law telegraphs th a t a 
peace convention was signed a t Shim- 
pnoseki Monday by the plenipotentiaries 
of China and Japan. Following are the 
term s of the convention: 
I The independence of Corea. 
2. T h at Jap an retains the places she 
has conquered. 
3. T hat Jap an shall also retain the 
territory east of the Liao river. 
4. 
T hat the island of Form osa be 
ceded perm anently to Japan. 
5. The paym ent of an Indemnity of 
$100,000,000 and 
6. An offensive and defensive alliance. 
There was no information obtainable 
on the subject at the Japanese legation 
last night. The official to whom the dis 
patch was shown was inclined to credit 
the report th a t a treaty of peace had 
been signed, as in view of the near ap ­ 
proach of the term ination of the arm ­ 
istice some action was probable. Still 
up to a late hour nothing had been re­ 
ceived a t the legation to confirm the 
statem ents contained in the dispatch. 
A 
dispatch from Shanghai says a 
proclamation 
bearing 
the 
emperor’s 
nam e has been issued, describing his 
empire as finished, and asserting he is 
unable to govern any longer, and th at 
the officials he trusted are corrupt. The 
proclamation has caused great excite­ 
ment, and there are signs of rebellion. 
The document, however, is said to be 
the work of the secret societies. 
Shimonoseki, April 16.—The confer­ 
ence yesterday of peace commissioners 
lasted five hours. All the envoys attend­ 
ed the meeting except the Viscount 
Mutsu. 
it is believed the conference 
was a final one. It is said the Chinese 
pie nipotentiaries are preparing to re­ 
turn to their homes. 


W ashington, April 16.—In view of the 
great rise in the price of beef and the 
scarcity of cattle the chief of the bu­ 
reau of anim al industry, Dr. Salmon, 
has recommended to the secretary of 
agriculture the admission of Mexican 
cattle into the United States under 
stringent regulations calculated to in­ 
sure a rigid inspection of all cattle ad ­ 
mitted. 
It is hoped by this means to 
check the tendency to excessive prices 
to the consumer w ithout injuriously 
affecting the interests of the beef pro­ 
ducers. 
In accordance with these rec­ 
om mendations Secretary Morton yes­ 
terday issued a special order allowing 
Importation of cattle from Mexico. Mr. 
Morton said there was nothing new in 
the m atter of the higher prices for beef. 
The secretary said there was a shortage 
of about 275,000 head of cattle, and th at 
the short corn and grass crops in pre­ 
vious years had something to do with 
the rise. 
It is expected th at Dr. Sal­ 
mon, who is making the investigation, 
will go to Chicago before his report is 
completed.

Electric flashes pierced the 
inky darkness with terrible rapidity and 
seemed to charge everything with its 
element. 
Such a peculiar storm has 
seldom been seen, and the supersti­ 
tious thought the astronomical condi­ 
tions, which it is said are now repeat­ 
ing themselves for the first time since 
the death of Christ, had som ething to 
do with it.

Heavy Rains 
Cause 
Overflow 
and 
Much Damage Reported—W ater at 
Some Places Higher than at Any 
Time Since 1862—Railroads Suffer 
From Washouts. 


Boston, Mass., April 16.—Almost con­ 
tinuous rains for the last forty-eight 
hours and more, accompanied by m elt­ 
ing snows am ong the hills and m oun­ 
tains, have caused the rivers in all parts 
of New England to rise to the highest 
point since the great flood of 1869, and 
widespread dam age has been wrought, 
though up to midnight no loss of life 
has been reported. No mails from north 
of Nashua, N. H., have reached Boston 
to-day. At 
Lowell the 
Merrimac is 
over eight feet above high w ater m ark 
and m any cellars are flooded and houses 
on the lowlands partially submerged. 
The mills are troubled with backw ater 
and will probably have to rely upon 
steam altogether. Many mill cellars are 
flooded and the dam age can not be even 
approxim ately estimated. The Rhode 
Island rivers have also felt the heavy 
rains, but the ruin in th at state is much 
less than in the north.

THE SILVER Q UESTION. 


W isconsin A rb itration R ill P asses. 
Madison, Wis., April 16.—The senate 
passed 
the O’Neill 
arbitration 
bill, 
which has passed the assembly. The 
bill provides for the settlem ent of labor 
disputes by a commission of three, who 
shall each receive $5 a day and expen­ 
ses while actually 
engaged in 
their 
duties. They are not given the power 
to enforce their decisions. The law is 
in m any respects 
similar 
to th at in 
operation in Massachusetts. An assem ­ 
bly bill providing for licensing street 
car companies was concurred in by the 
senate. It provides th at a license of I 
per cent on the gross receipts up to 
$250,000 be charged: above th at P/6 per 
cent until the $500,000 m ark is reached, 
when 2 per cent shall be charged. This 
license fee is to be paid in lieu of other 
taxes. 


IN CONNECTICUT VALLEY. 


W aters H ig h er T han 
Any 
T im e 
Since 


1 862. 
Springfield, Mass., April 16.—The Con­ 
necticut valley is the scene of a flood 
of greater m agnitude than has visited 
this section since 1862. The most dam ­ 
age was done at Bellows Falls, Vt., 
where the Connecticut river la narrow. 
An old railroad bridge was swept away 
and there has been great dam age to 
the Boston and Maine railroad. 
The 
tunnel was flooded and rendered im­ 
passable. 
The mills are all closed. At 
Battleboro, Vt., the river is higher than 
It has been since 1862. At Turners Falls 
the w ater has overflowed the banks of 
the river to such an extent th at many 
of the mills have been compelled to 
shut down. 
The Consolidated railroad 
tracks are flooded. 
At Windsor, Vt., 
the w ater has risen thirty feet and busi­ 
ness is almost entirely suspended. 
At 
Northam pton, Mass., the river is three- 
quarters of a mile wide and the w ater 
is higher than it has been in thirty 
years. Over nine feet of water is going 
over the dam at Holyoke and many 
mills have 
been 
compelled to 
shut 
down. N ear Mount Tom the w ater has

This measure gives the 
state school tor the blind $40,000 for 
a new building and $6,000 to purchase 
a lite la addition to their regular ap­ 
propriation for expenses.

board of control decided last night to 
move no heads of state institutions 
until their terms expire.

W ashington, April 16.—Even the most 
enthusiastic silver leaders nowr In W ash­ 
ington adm it th at President Cleveland’s 
Chicago letter advocating the adherence 
of the party to the gold standard, is to 
be the keynote of the coming campaign 
for hard money. Officials are watching 
the progress of events in Illinois wdth 
intense interest, as it is hoped by m any 
th at the fact of the letter having been 
sent to Chicago will solidify democratic 
sentiment in the w estern metropolis on 
the side of the President. 
There has 
been talk of inducing county conven­ 
tions in various parts of the state to ig­ 
nore the call for a financial conference 
in June on the ground of irregularity, 
but it can be said on good authority this 
plan will not find favor wdth the adm in­ 
istration. 
The President has set the 
pace and it is said he w ants to see an 
open fight. 
Chicago, April 16.—W. IL Harvey, 
chairm an of the executive committee of 
the Bimetallic league, whose headquar­ 
ters are in this city, has written an 
open letter to President Cleveland in 
answer to the President’s comm unica­ 
tion to the Chicago business men. Mr. 
Harvey alleges th at since the demone­ 
tization of silver the shrinkage of values 
has led to an increasing volume of debt, 
until it is now about forty billions of 
dollars, or two-thirds of the total value 
of the property in the United States. 
Mr. Harvey next asserts th at taxes 
have increased, that creditors are bene­ 
fited by the existing condition of affairs, 
and the adm inistration has been domin­ 
ated by the creditor class. He thinks 
th at if the currency policy of the Presi­ 
dent is legalized it would mean the con­ 
fiscation of the people’s property.

‘Death ll Swallowed Up in the Victory” 
Cor. 15 : *4—The Struggle Between 
eight and Darkness—The 
Decisive 
Battle Is Yet to Come. 
BOUT E IG H T E E N 
hundred and sixty- 
one E a ste r m orn­ 
ings have w akened

earth.

In the Tow er 
of London there is a pay-roll of E d ­ 
w ard I., on which there is an entry of 
eighteen pence for four hundred col­ 
ored and pictured E aster eggs, w ith 
which the people sported. 
In R ussia 
slaves w ere fed and alm s were distrib­ 
uted on E aster. 
Ecclesiastical councils met at Pontus, 
a t Gaul, a t Rome, a t Achaia. to decide 
the p articu lar day, and, after a con­ 
troversy m ore anim ated th an gracious, 
decided it, and now through all C hrist­ 
endom in some way, the first Sunday 
a fte r the full moon which happens up­ 
on or next a fte r M arch 24 is filled w ith 
E a ste r rejoicing. 
The royal court of 
th e Sabbaths is m ade up of t-fty-two. 
Fifty-one are 
princes in th e royal 
household; but E a ste r is queen. 
She 
w ears a richer diadem , and sw ays a 
m ore jeweled sceptre, and in her right 
hand the wrenched-off bolt of C hrist’s 
sepulchre, and holding high up in her 
left hand the key to all the cem eteries 
in Christendom . 
My tex t is an ejaculation. It is spun 
out of hallelujahs. P aul w rote right on 
in his argum ent about the resurrection, 
and observed all the law s of logic; but 
w hen he cam e to w rite the words of the 
te x t his fingers and his pen and the 
parchm ent on which he w rote took fire, 
and he cried out, “D eath is swallowed 
up in victory!” 
It is a dreadful sight 
to see an arm y routed and flying. They 
sc a tte r everything valuable on 
the 
track. 
Unwheeled artillery. 
Hoof of 
horse on breast of wounded and dying 
m an. You have read of the French fall­ 
ing back from Sedan, or N apoleon’s 
track of ninety thousand corpses in the 
snow -banks of R ussia, or of the five 
kings tum bling over the rocks of Beth- £ bodied in a cloud and the sun kindles 
©ran w ith th eir arm ies, while the hail- 
it. If God can m ake 
such a lustrous 


returned to us as they are now. We 
want to get rid of all th eir weaknesses, 
and all th eir susceptibilities to fatigue, 
and all their slow ness of locomotion. 
They will be pu t through a chem istry 
of soil and heat and cold and changing 
seasons out of which God will recon­ 
stru c t them as m uch better th an they 
are now as the body of the rosiest and 
healthiest child th a t bounds over the 
law n is b etter th an the sickest patient 
in the hospital. 
B ut as to our soul, we will cross rig h t 
over, not w aiting for obsequies; inde­ 
pendent of obituary, into a state in 
every w ay better, w ith w ider room and 
velocities 
beyond 
com putation; 
the 
dullest of us into com panionship w ith 
the very best spirits in their very best 
moods, in the very best room of the 
universe, the four walls furnished and 
panelled and pictured and glorified w ith 
all the splendors th a t the infinite God in 
all ages has been able to invent. Vic­ 
tory! 
This view, of course, m akes it of but 
little im portance w hether wa are cre­ 
m ated or sepultured. If the latte r is dust 
to dust, the form er is ashes to ashes. 
If any prefer incineration, let them 
have it w ithout caricature. The world 
m ay become so crowded th a t crem a­ 
tion m ay be universally adopted by law 
as well as by general consent. 
M any 
of the m ightiest and best of earth have 
gone through this process. Thousands 
and tens of thousands of God’s children 
have been crem ated. P. P. Bliss and 
wife, the evangelist singers, crem ated 
by accident a t A shtabula bridge. John 
Rogers crem ated by persecution; L a­ 
tim er and Ridley crem ated a t Oxford; 
Pothinus and Blondina, a slave, and 
Alexander, a physician, and their com­ 
rades. crem ated a t the order of M arcus 
Aurelius. At least a hundred thousand 
of C hrist’s disciples crem ated, and there 
can be no doubt about the resurrection 
of their bodies. If the world lasts as 
m uch longer as it has already been 
built, there perhaps m ay be no room for 
the large acreage set a p a rt for resting 
places, but th a t tim e has not come. 
Plenty of room yet, and the race need 
not pass th a t bridge of fire until it 
comes to it. The m ost of us prefer the 
old way. B ut w hether out of n atu ral 
disintegration or crem ation we shall 
get th a t lum inous, buoyant, gladsom e, 
transcendant, m agnificent, inexplicable 
stru ctu re called the resurrection body, 
you will have it, I will have it. I say to 
you today, as P aul said to Agrlppa, 
“W hy should it be thought a thing in­ 
credible w ith you, th a t God should raise 
the dead?” 
T h at far-up cloud, higher th an the 
haw k flies, higher th an the eagle flies, 
w hat is it m ade of? Drops of w ater from 
the Hudson, other drops from E ast river 
other drops from a stag n an t pool out 
on N ew ark F lats. Up yonder there, em- 


storm s of heaven and the sw ords of 
Jo sh u a’s hosts struck them w ith their 
fury. 
B ut in m y text is a worse dis­ 
com fiture. It seem s th a t a black giant 
proposed to conquer th^ earth. 
He 
gath ered for his host all the aches and 
pains and m aladies and distem pers and 
epidem ics of the ages. 
He m arched 
them down, drilling them in the n o rth ­ 
east wind, am id the slush of tem pests. 
He threw up 
barricades 
of 
grave- 
niound. 
He pitched ten t of charnel- 
house. 
Some of the troops m arched 
writh slow tread, com m anded by con­ 
sum ptions; some in double-quick, com­ 
m anded by pneum onias. Some he took 
by long besiegem ent of evil h ab it and 
cam e by one stroke of the battle-ax of 
casualty. W ith bony hand be pounded 
a t the doors of hospitals and sick-room s 
and won all the victories in all the great 
battle-fields of all the five continents. 
Forw ard, m arch! the conqueror of con­ 
querors, and all the generals and com­ 
m anders-in-chief, 
and 
all 
presidents 
and kings and su ltan s and czars drop 
under the feet of his w ar charger. 
But one C hristm as night his a n ta g ­ 
onist w as born. As m ost of the plagues 
and sicknesses and despotism s cam e out 
of the east, it w as appropriate th a t the 
new conqueror should come out of the 
sam e quarter. 
Pow er is given bim to 
aw aken all the fallen of all the centur­ 
ies and of all lands, and m arshal them 
ag ain st the black giant. 
Fields have 
already been won, but the last day will 
see th e decisive battle. 
W hen C hrist 
shall lead forth his tw'o brig ad es.. the 
brigade of the risen dead and the brig­ 
ade of the celestial host, the black giant 
will fall back, and the brigade from the 
riven sepulchres will tak e him from 
beneath, and the brigade of descend­ 
ing im m ortals will 
take 
him 
from 
above, and “death shall be swallowed 
up in victory.” The old b rag g art th at 
th reaten ed the conquest and demolition 
of th e p lan et has lost his throne, has 
lost his sceptre, has lost his palace, has 
lost his prestige, and the one word w rit­ 
ten over all the gates of m ausoleum 
and catacom b and necropolis, on ceno­ 
tap h and sarcophagus, on the* lonely 
cairn of the A rctic explorer and on the 
catafalque of g reat cathedral, w ritten 
capitals of azalea and calla lily, w rit­ 
ten in m usical cadence, w ritten in dox­ 
ology of g reat assem blages, w ritten on 
th e sculptured door of the fam ily vault, 
is “V ictory.” 
Coronal 
word, em ban- 
nered word, apocalyptic word, 
chief 
word of trium phal arch under which 
conquerors 
return. 
Victory! 
W ord 
shouted a t Culloden and B alaklava and 
Blenheim ; a t Meglddo and Solferino; at 
M arathon, w here the A thenians drove 
back the Medes; a t 
Poictiers, where 
C harles M artel broke the ranks of the 
- Saracens; a t Salam is, w here Them is- 
tocles in the g reat sea-fight confounded 
the Persians, .and a t the door of the 
eastern cavern of chiseled rock, w here 
C hrist cam e out through a recess and 
th ro ttled the K ing of Terrors, and put 
bim back in the niche from which the 
celestial Conqueror had ju st emerged. 
Aha! w hen th e jaw s of the 
eastern
